to set aside funds 


for feasibility study

WILMINGTON — Al- 
most 400 residents and 
town representatives 
and officials attended 
the special Town Meet- 
ing on Tuesday night at 
7 p. m. at Shriner’s Au- 
ditorium to vote in sup- 
port of raising money 
for a feasibility study 
for the new Wildwood 
School. 

This was the only arti- 
cle put forward on the 
special Town Meeting 
warrant for voting that 
night. The amount of 
money to be raised for 
the feasibility study for 
the new school was $1.2 
million. 

Selectman Greg Bendel 
made the motion to take 
up the vote, also saying 
the town understands 
that the Massachusetts 
School Building Autho- 
rity is a non-entitlement 
discretionary program 
based on need. Should 
the amount of money 
set forth in the feasibil- 
ity study agreement be 
less than the amount 
authorized, his motion 
explained that the mon- 
ey the town sets aside 
would be reduced. 

Bendel also began the 
discussion of the arti- 
cle. He asked residents 
to join him in, voting in 
support, saying that the 
residents deserve. this 
unique opportunity to 
move forward with the 
MSBA. He provided con- 
text that statements of 
interest were prepared 
by the town for the MSBA 
starting in November of 
2019 and submitted in 
2020. 

The town was invited 
into the program in April 
2021. From there, the 
Wildwood School Buil- 
ding Committee that was 
formed met regularly, 
called this special Town 
Meeting, and provided 
opportunities for resi- 
dents to read their infor- 
mational brochures, at- 
tend in-person open hou- 
ses, and check out: the 
website. He then yielded 
his time to Superinten- 
dent Dr. Glenn Brand. 


Brand established that 
the elementary school 
facilities in town are 
outdated not just in age 
but also in capacity. 

“The Wildwood is at 
the end of its useful life,” 
he said. 

He reminded the pub- 
lic that the schools still 
standing require signifi- 
cant capital investment 
to be renovated and re- 
paired. 

He emphasized the 
great opportunity that 
the town has with the 
MSBA, which he said is 
the only grant program 
of its kind in the state. 
It was demonstrating a 
history of being a sound 
partner and the great 
need for the Wildwood 
School that allowed Wil- 
mington, out of dozens 
and dozens of other dis- 
tricts, to be selected. 

The eligibility period 
with the MSBA began 
on July 1 and would end 
after the funds are ap- 
propriated. The funds, 
Brand continued, would 
go toward the cost of 
forming the project 
team, hiring an Owners 
Project Manager, and 
completing the study. 

“This is one of the most 
important aspects of this 
work to date,” Brand 
said. 

He went on to say that 
it would allow the town 
to build capacity linked 
to enrollment, develop 
and evaluate alternate 
options including the 
possibility of school con- 
solidation, and seek the . 
most cost-effective and 
educationally appropri- 
ate solution. 

A passing vote would 
allow the town to contin- 
ue moving forward and 
benefit young people 
and families for decades 
to come, he said. Should 
the vote fail, the town 
would end their partner- 
ship with the MSBA and 
have to replace the Wild- 
wood School completely 
with its own money. 

Since no more com- 
ments were made, they 
called for the vote. The 
article passed with 368 
votes in favor and 1 
opposed.

WILMINGTON — The 
full list of nominations is 
out for the Wilmington an- 
nual town election. 

Interested parties had 
until March 4 to pull and 
return nomination papers. 
Those who were interest- 
ed in being on the ballot 
needed to return the pa- 
pers with 50 signatures in 
order to be certified. - 

There are four local com- 
mittees that have open 
seats: the School Commit- 
tee, the Shawsheen Tech 
School. Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen, and 
the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. 

Running for the School 


Committee are three can- 
didates, Jason Samaha 
and Jesse Fennelly, both 
running for re-election, 
and newcomer Stephen G. 
Turner. The School Com- 
mittee has two open seats, 
with terms lasting three 
years. 

Running for the Board of 
Selectmen is newcomer 
Paul Sarnowski, and Kevin 
A. Caira and Gregory B. 
Bendel, who are both run- 
ning for re-election. The 
Board. of Selectmen has 
two open seats, with terms 
lasting three years. 

Running unopposed for 
the Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee is Gwendolyn 
Hupper-Lawson, who is run- 
ning for re-election. The 
Shawsheen Tech School 


Committee has one seat 
available and Hupper-Law- 
son will serve for another 
term of three years. 

Running unopposed for 
the Wilmington Housing 
Authority is Stacie A. 
Murphy, who is running 


for re-election. The Wil- 


mington Housing Autho- 
rity has one seat available 
and Murphy will serve for 
another term of five years. 

The annual town election 
will take place on April 23, 
2022, Residents will be 
able to vote from 8 a.m. to 
8 p.m. that day. 

As a reminder, precincts 
for voters have shifted 
slightly. In a notice on the 
Town of Wilmington web- 
site under the Town Clerk 
Voting & Elections Section: 


“The 2020 Federal Cen- 
sus population required 
the Town of Wilmington to 
make changes to our pre- 
cinct maps. I have worked 
with the office of the Sec- 
retary of the Common- 
wealth to make changes 
that will have the least 
impact on the residents of 
Wilmington. Should your 
precinct have changed, 
you will be notified by 
mail as soon as possible.” 

The final day to register 
to vote in the 2022 annual 
town election is April 1, 
2022. Citizens are able to 
register to vote and check 
their registration on the 
Town of Wilmington 
website. under the Town 
Clerk Voting & Elections 
Section. 


Wilmington officials intensify 
grade crossing answers and solutions 


WILMINGTON — Fol- 
lowing the MBTA’s Glen 
Road rail crossing failing 
in a downward, “activat- 
ed” status on the evening 
of March 4, state and town 
officials for Wilmington 
spent the evening ensur- 
ing reestablished service 
and safety before confer- 
ring an emergency con- 
ference call to develop 
further plans to address 
the marked increase in 
road crossing incidents. 
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Town Manager Jeff Hull 
alerted Representative Da- 
vid Robertson (D-Wil- 
mington) and _ Senator 
Bruce Tarr (R-Gloucester ) 
of the reported failure con- 
firmed by the Wilmington 
Police, who had responded 
to motorist calls of a gate 
failing to rise. 

Upon this report, the 
state delegation immedi- 
ately contacted the MBTA 
General Manager Steve 
Poftak, who continuously 
advised state and local 
officials of the ongoing 
gate repairs and the pre- 
liminary analysis of the 
cause. Following restora- 
tion of service at the 
crossing the MBTA ap- 
prised Wilmington offi- 
cials on additional safety 
precautions being taken 
for the evening.

field technicians point to 
a pooling of road-salt sat- 
urated water on the sen- 
sor equipment as_ the 
source of the problem. 
The chemical solution 
flooding the sensors pur- 
portedly caused a “confus- 
ing” set of electrical sig- 
nals from the rail-bed sig- 
nal to the crossing gate, 
causing it to lower itself 
as a precaution. This fail- 
ure also occurred previ- 
ously at the grade cross- 
ing on Middlesex Avenue. 

On Saturday, Hull joined 
Chair of the Board Lilia 
Maselli, Select Board 
member and MBTA dele- 
gate Judy O’Connell, Sen. 
Tarr, and Rep. Robertson 
for an emergency discus- 
sion on the issue. Among 
many topics discussed was 
the topography and drain- 
age of the rail corridor,

recent MBTA track mainte- 
nance that may have exac- 
erbated puddling, and 
examination of gate failure 
rates during previous high 
snowfall winters. 

“We have been painfully 
reminded recently of the 
fact that grade crossings 
must be properly main- 
tained and functioning to 
protect the safety of mo- 
torists, pedestrians, and 
those aboard train. Con- 
sequently, we will contin- 
ue to pursue in a unified 
way, with the MBTA, all 
available options to en- 
sure he safety of cross- 
ings in Wilmington, and to 
apply these options were 
they are needed across 
the state thereafter.” 

Several preliminary 
steps towards furthering 
solutions were also dis- 
cussed, including the re- 


newed demand for an 
MBTA delegation to come 
before the town govern- 
ment and public, and that 
such a delegation should 
consist of both policy and 
technical experts to ad- 
dress concerns of any 
nature. 

Other solutions raised on 
the call included propos- 
als for gate-monitoring 
computer systems to be 
installed to report any 
gate failures immediately, 
and to inquire if industrial 
use of the rail line has 
potentially contributed to 
the higher rate of grade 
crossing failures. All mem- 
bers also agreed to solicit 
public comment and con- 
cerns in future public 
meetings, as well as from 
all selectboard members 
and public safety officials. 

“Since the fatal incident 


efforts to seek 


occurred Sen. Tarr, Rep. 
Gordon, and I have coop- 
erated in pursuing every 
possible solution in part- 
nership with the town. My 
particular focus on this 
has been soliciting and 
reviewing information 
about grade-crossing safe- 
ty equipment from rail- 
roads like BSNF, CSX, 
and other state railroads 
who encounter heavy win- 
ter weather. By speaking 
to these railroads, we are 
able to gauge what their 
best-practices are here in 
terms of grade-crossing 
safety, and work to install 
equipment they use here,” 
said Rep. Robertson. “We 
have been working on this 
issue literally every day, 
but as Glen Road’s cross- 
ing demonstrated Friday, 
time is of the absolute 
essence.”

Rep. Robertson votes against licenses for people 
without lawful presence 


BOSTON — Joined by 35 
other representatives, Rep- 
resentative David Robert- 
son voted against H4416, 
legislation that develops a 
pathway for those in Mas- 
sachusetts without legal 
immigration status to ob- 
tain a drivers license. The 
legislation, if passed, 
would allow individuals to 
apply for a drivers license 
provided. they show two 
documents proving their 
identity, birthdate and Mas- 
sachusetts residency. 

“Like the governor and a 
number of my colleagues 
have stated, aside from 
even the moral arguments, 
I have concerns about the 
registry clerks being able 


to identify and confirm 
valid documents from 190 
different countries, in nu- 
merous languages, and go- 
ing back years,” said Re. 
Robertson. “To ask the 
RMYV, which has had some 
recent issues with testing 
and license revocation is- 
sues, to take on this bur- 
den of verifying with for- 
eign nations the identity of 
people is not a wise move 
in my mind.” 

The RMV recently an- 
nounced that over 2,000 li- 
censes were called into 
question following the dis- 
covery that two road test 
administrators falsified 
test results, granting licen- 
ses to untested individuals. 


In addition to questions 
on verification, Rep. Rob- 
ertson also raised ques- 
tions on insurance and ac- 
cident policies. 

“While I don’t disagree 
that some individuals would 
come forward to get their 
license under this scheme, I 
cannot believe that every- 
one will — either because 
they fear registering with 
the government, are trying 
to ‘fly under the radar; or 
simply don’t want to pay 
for insurance. Without in- 
creasing the penalties for 
driving without a license or 
insurance we have a 
scheme where we are left 
with a similar issue as be- 
fore and a pandora’s box 


sprung on the RMV,” said 
Robertson. “We all spend 
enough time dodging unin- 
sured New Hampshire dri- 
vers, we don’t need to en- 
courage it here.” 

Rep. Robertson registered 
votes in support of amend- 
ments that would have in- 
creased penalties for unin- 
sured and unlicensed mo- 
torists, as well as an am- 
endment that would require 
the RMV to release infor- 
mation to state or munici- 
pal law enforcement if re- 
quested in regards to an 
investigation. Both amend- 
ments were defeated. 

The bill now proceeds to 
the Senate, and if passed 
is sent to the governor.

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Senator Tarr and colleagues initiate bill 
to take financial action against Russia 


BOSTON — In response 
to Russia's invasion of Uk- 
raine, Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester), members of 
the Republican Caucus, 
and other lawmakers have 
introduced a bill with bi- 
partisan support that 
mandates divestment 
from all Russian invest- 
ments from public pen- 
sion funds managed by 
the state and cuts off ac- 
cess to cash and securi- 
ties controlled by the Rus- 
sian Federation or by com- 
panies headquartered in 
Russia within banks sub- 
ject to oversight by the 
Commonwealth. 

In addition, the bill SD 
3025, “An Act to Combat 
Unjust Acts of War by Rus- 
sia,” authorizes the gover- 
nor to end state contracts 
that would benefit - the 
Russian government or 
Russian companies. 

“Russia’s unprovoked 
and unjustified attacks 
have brought nations to- 
gether and Massachusetts 
should vigorously pursue 
options to stand shoulder- 
to-shoulder with the global 
coalition supporting Uk- 
raine, defending democra- 
cy, and bringing an end to 
Putin’s ability to cause 
fear, death, and destruc- 
tion,” said Sen. Tarr. “The 
people of Massachusetts 
deserve a way to show sup- 
port for Ukraine’s fight for 
freedom. This bill sends a

clear signal that we will 
do our part for democracy 
in the world.” 

The legislation provides 
State Treasurer Deborah 
Goldberg with the statuto- 
ry authority that she says 
is necessary for the state’s 
public employee _retire- 
ment funds to sever finan- 
cial ties with Russia. The 
Pension Reserves Invest- 
ment, Management (PRIM) 
manages a portfolio of in- 
vestments worth $86.9 bil- 
lion in assets last year. 

“Russia’s aggressive and 
unwarranted military .ac- 
tion against the citizens of 
Ukraine has drawn _in- 
ternational condemna- 
tion, and cannot go un- 
challenged,” said House 
Minority Leader Bradley 
H. Jones, Jr. (R-North Rea- 
ding). “By removing all 
Russian investments from 
our state pension fund and 
taking additional steps to 
ensure that Russia cannot 
benefit from state con- 
tracts or gain access to 
banking assets in Massa- 
chusetts, this bill sends a 
clear message that the 
Commonwealth stands in 
solidarity with the Ukrai- 
nian people and their fight 
to remain part of a free 
and sovereign nation.” 

Goldberg told a group of 
58 lawmakers who reques- 
ted her action that absent 
a change in law her abili- 
ty to act is limited. 

“I do not have the legal

Reading native Tyler 
Walsh, currently a senior 
studying Broadcast Journal- 
ism at the University of 
Miami (or “The U” as stu- 
dents commonly refer to it), 
just received some exciting 
news: he, along with his team, 
was nominated by the Televi- 
sion Academy Foundation’s 
prestigious 41st College Tele- 
vision Awards. 

These awards recognize 
and reward excellence in stu- 
dent-produced programs 
from colleges and universities 
nationwide. Winners in the 
competition will be an- 
nounced by television stars 
including Outlander’s Sam 
Heughan, Schmigadoon!’s 
Dove Cameron, Ghosts’ Rose 
McIver, and Bel-Air’s Jordan 
L. Jones at the awards cere- 
mony on March 26. 

Walsh, an executive pro- 
ducer, received the nomina- 
tion in the News and Sports 
category for his writing on 
UMTV NewsVision, which is 
UMTV’s _ student-produced 
news show airing live each 
week.

Team 
work is huge, I am a big team 
player I like to think, and I 
encourage everyone on the 
show to be a team player.”

“I love the energy in the 
live TV environment,” . he 
said. 

From there, he moved 
onto working with the Parker 
Middle School (Parker News 
Live) and then in high school 
at Austin Prep (Austin 
Focus). Once he arrived at 
“The U” he joined UMTV and 
has been doing it ever since. 

Although nominated in the 
News and Sports category, 
Walsh calls himself a “gen- 
eral news guy” who “dabbled 
in sports” but is predomi- 
nantly interested in news. 

Upon joining UMTV, 
Walsh saw his role within the 
station grow. He said last 
year he did almost every- 
thing. He wrote the stories for 
the newscasts, copyedited, as- 
sisted in stacking rundowns, 
and made sure things in the 
control: room ran smoothly 
during the shows. 

This year, his role in- 
creased even more, from as- 
sociate producer to executive 
producer. This means he does 
everything plus organizes 
meetings, takes the lead on 
stacking rundowns, assigns 
content to reporters, and 
picks the stories for the 
shows. 

“I did come into UM as an 
on-air guy, but fell in love 
with producing these last two 
years,” Walsh said about how 
he came to be behind the 
camera. “There’s just such a 
thrill I get from stacking a 
rundown, especially, and line 
producing during a live show 
to make sure we are good on 
time. Producing is end game 
for me, for sure.” 

He noted how UMTV is al- 
most entirely student-run. He 
said each show has a faculty 
advisor to assist with the 
whole process, “but it’s pretty 
much in the hands of the stu- 
dents.” 

Before getting to the Uni- 
versity of Miami, Walsh grad- 
uated from Austin Prep in 
Reading. His decision to by- 
pass Reading Memorial High 
School wasn’t really even his. 

“I . originally actually 
wanted to go to RMHS when 
I was deciding in 8th grade. 
However, my parents 
wouldn’t let me. They didn’t 
want-me to go to RMHS.” 


According to the Austin 
Prep grad, his. parents never 
told him why they chose the 
preparatory school for him, 
but he said, “I am so glad that 
they held me back on this }® 
one.” 

Walsh admitted how tough 
middle school can be for any- 
one, including himself. 

“I wasn’t that confident, I |. 
definitely wasn’t the guy who 
was getting along with every- 
one, and I struggled. It was a 
Struggle at Parker Middle 
School, and had I gone to |. 
RMHS, the story of Tyler 
Walsh would be a lot different 
right now.” 

He added how going to 
RMHS means he probably 
would have missed out on the 
University of Miami and be- 
coming the person he is 
today. He called going to 
Austin Prep “the best thing 
that ever happened to me.” 

He continued, “I found my- 
self, I strived socially, and I 
started to get that confidence 
that I now have here as a sen- 
ior in college.” 

He said he jokes around 
wishing young Tyler could 
see who 22-year old Tyler be- 
came. And the 22-year old 
version of himself received 
support from so many people, 
he said, but especially the 
team at RCTV including Phil 
Rushworth, the executive di- 
rector. 

“(He) never gave up on | 
me and even when I was 
being the classic middle 
schooler, Phil always believed 
in me and saw my value in 
the industry.” 

Walsh also shouted out 
specific teachers at Parker 
Middle School such as Robyn 
Ferrazani, the teacher in 
charge of Parker News Live, 
who he said supported and

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
ROXBURY - This winter 
has been fascinating with 
female sports at 
Wilmington High. On one 
hand you have the first- 
year Co-Op Gymnastics 
team take third in the 
entire state, and on the 
other. hand you have a 
senior athlete, who just in 
her second year of com- 
peting in track-and-field, 
become the second best 
hurdler in all of New 

England. 

Week-after-week during 
these cold winter days, 
Celia Kulis has continued 
to write new chapters in 
the Wildcat athletic histo- 
ry books. 

The senior three-sport 
athlete and Town Crier's 
Female Athlete of the 2021 
calendar year, finished 
second in the 55-meter 


hurdles, as well as 11th in. 


the high jump, during 
Saturday morning's New 
England Championship 
Track-and-Field Meet 
held at the Reggie Lewis 
Center. She was clocked at 
8.49 seconds in the hur- 
dles, a personal best, and 
cleared 5-1 in the high 
jump. Her second place 
finish is the best out of 
any female athlete in the 
history of WHS Track- 
and-Field and it's the best 
performance at the New 
Englands since the Boys 
4x400 relay team took first 
back in 1993. 

Kulis is the first female 
to compete in two events 
at the New Englands, the 
first female to place in 
two events at the All-State 
Meet and she re-broke her 
own school record with 
that 8.49 second time.

in lane two which con- 
cerned her a little bit, but 
she got out of the blocks 
well and she looked really 
good overall, going over 
each hurdle and she fin- 
ished well.

Darcey lifts Rams to dramatic overtime 
first round state tournament victory

BILLERICA - After a 
year’s absence, high

Cullity alertly passed it 
behind the net where it 
came to Chase Darcey 
behind the right side of 
the net. Darcey then 
scored on a wraparound 
from behind the left side 
of the net, just barely 
managing to tuck the 
puck in between the 
goalie’s pads and the 
post, setting off a wild 
celebration. 

“He tried that same 
move that he scored on 
three times, so the third 
time was the charm,”

Sophomore grateful for tournament experience 3 
Milne scores big goal, eyes 
second round match-up

BILLERICA - Last sea- 
son as a freshman, Liam 
Milne had helped the 
Shawsheen Tech Boys 
Hockey team to a very 
successful season, as the 
Rams won the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference title in the 
COVID-19 shortened sea- 
son.

“Seeing all those fans 
was incredible. I was on 
varsity my freshman year, 
but the season got cut 
short, and we didn’t have 
any playoffs, so to have it 
this year and seeing all 
those fans was awesome,” 
Milne said. “And then to 
score in front of them was 
even better.” 

Milne’s goal was a huge 
one at the time for the 
Rams, who had entered 
the third period trailing 
West/East Bridgewater 2- 
1. An early third period 
goal by Milne’s linemate 
Dylan Higson had drawn 
the Rams even at 2-2, but 
Shawsheen was looking 
for more. And that was 
exactly what Milne gave 
them. 

After a faceoff win in the 
Shawsheen end by Higson, 
Milne pounced on the 
loose puck and raced up 
the left side of the ice, 
streaking past a Vikings 
defender who had tried to 
break up the play, and 
beating goalie Brayden 
Bates with a shot from the 
left faceoff circle that 
eluded the eighth grade 
netminder low to the glove 


game to give the Rams a 
3-2 lead. His goal 
occurred right in front of 
the Shawsheen student 
section and set off an 
eruption in the crowd, as 
well as on the ice with his 
teammates. 

“I was shocked that the 
puck went in. I had to rub 
my eyes to make sure it 
actually went it, but when 
I saw all the fans going 
crazy, I knew that it had,” 
Milne said. “That was my 
first playoff goal, and 
there is nothing like that.” 

Shawsheen coach Chuck 
Baker was glad to see 
Milne rewarded with a 
playoff goal, as once 
again this season, the 
sophomore has played a 
huge role in the Rams suc- 
cess. 

“Liam is a hard working 
forward on and off the 
ice,” Baker said. “He 


brings hard work, physi- 
cal play and a great shot. 
Liam is a great team guy, 
and we are excited to have 
him around for another 
two years.” 

The Rams job wasn’t 


done after Milne’s goal, 
however, as West/East 
Bridgewater came back 
shortly thereafter to score 
a pair of goals in a nine 
second span to take the 
lead with 7:51 left in the 
game. Shawsheen didn’t 
panic however. Despite 
having a young roster 
filled with players lacking 
playoff experience, they 
held firm and then came 
back to win on a pair of 
goals by star sophomore 
Chase Darcey, the first 
coming with 1:47. left in 
regulation, and the second 
coming 1:07 into overtime. 

“A lot of our top lines are 
freshman and sophomores 
and some juniors, so real- 
ly a lot of us had no expe- 
rience coming into it,” 
Milne said. “But it shows 
you what kind of heart we 
have there, battling back 
at the end.” 

While the Rams don’t 
have a lot of experienced 
players on their team, 
Milne credited the few 
they do have, like senior 
captains Ryan Dusablon 
and Aydan Churchill, both 
of Wilmington, along with 
fellow senior captain Tom 
Sampson, among others, 
for helping the team stay 
focused despite the 
change in momentum. . 

“A lot of our players on 
the bench, especially our 
senior players, this could 
have been their last game, 
so seeing the heart that 
we had and just battling 
back to tie the game and 
eventually win it in over- 
time was just crazy,” 
Milne said. “We wanted to 
get it done for them.” 

It only gets harder from 
here of course for the No. 
12 seeded Rams, who 
moved on to face No. 5 
Winthrop in the round of 
16 Wednesday night. 
Milne knew it would not 
be easy for the Rams to 
pull the upset on the road, 
but he also felt confident 
that his team would be 
well prepared to do just 
that. 

“I think we just have to 
stay positive, and look at 
it as just another game. 
We can’t look at the seed- 
ings,” Milne said. “I think 
Winthrop is number five, 
but we can’t look at that. 
We just have to approach 
them like any other team 
in another round. That’s 
just how we have to go 
into it.”

Tildsley completes undefeated season; wins New

PROVIDENCE, RI - 
Heading into this past 
weekend’s All-New 
England Meet, it had 
already been a remark- 
able post season for the 
Shawsheen Tech 
Wrestling team, as they 
had seen four of their 
wrestlers continue to sur- 
vive and advance from 
the Division 1 North 
Sectional, to the Division 
1 State Meet, to the AIll- 
States and then on to New 
Englands. 

Finally, this weekend, in 
the culmination of a sea- 
son that began back on 
the Monday after 
- Thanksgiving, those same 
four wrestlers once again 
represented the Rams 
very well against the best 
wrestlers in all of New 
England at the 
Providence Technology 
and Career Center, with 
one Shawsheen grappler 
taking home the New 
England title to cap off a 
historic season, while all 
four of them won at least 
one match. 

Not surprisingly, the 
most outstanding Ram of 
the weekend was fresh- 
man Sid Tildsley, who 
wrapped a perfect first 
season at the high school 
level by winning the New 
England title at 132 
pounds. Meanwhile, fellow 
freshman Brayton 
Carbone went 2-2 at 106 
pounds, while senior 
Lucien Tremblay and 
sophomore Caleb Caceres 
each went 1-2 on the week- 
end at 120 and 138 pounds, 
respectively. 

“It was another great 
effort by those guys,” 
-Shawsheen coach Doug 
Pratt said. “Those four 
guys did really well this 
weekend and they have 
done really well all sea- 
son. They all won at least 
40 matches this season.” 

To say that Tildsley 
wrestled well all season, 
is of course an understate- 
ment. With his four wins 
over the weekend, the 
freshman from Billerica 
wrapped up an incredible 
undefeated season, going 
60-0 on the campaign to 
capture the sectional, 
state, All-State and New 
England titles at 132 
pounds. It would have 
been an incredible season 
by a wrestler at any grade 
level, but for’a freshman, 
especially at a bigger 
weight class, it was even 


more remarkable. - 

“For him to do that at 
132 pounds as a freshman 
is something that just 
doesn’t happen,” Pratt 
said. “You might see a 
freshman win a New 
England title, but it would 
usually be at 106 or maybe 
113. For him to do it at 
that weight class as a 
freshman is incredible.” 

Tildsley was incredible 
once again this weekend 
in sweeping through his 
four matches. After nar- 
rowly avoiding an upset in 
his first match of the tour- 
nament on Friday, edging 
out Aidan Williams of 
Windham, New 
Hampshire by a score of 
6-5, Tildsley secured his 
spot in the semifinals with 
a 7-2 quarterfinal win over 
Rhode Island Division 
champion Nicholas Torres 
of Hope High School. 

Tildsley then earned a 7- 
0 win over New 
Hampshire state finalist 
David Pento of 
Londonderry, setting up 
another showdown with 
St. John’s Prep senior 
Adam Schaeublin. It was 
the sixth time this season 
that pair has met on the 
mat, and for the sixth con- 
secutive time, Tildsley 
pulled out the victory, this 
time in dramatic, come- 
back fashion, by a score 
of 3-2. : 

Trailing 1-0 in the third 
period, Tildsley got an 


escape at about the one. 


minute mark to tie the 
score at 1-1, and moments 
later he got a takedown to 
take a 3-1 lead before 
holding on for the victory. 

“Sid is a smart athlete, 
he is a smart wrestler,” 
Pratt said. “When you 
give him a game plan, he 
sticks with it. The last 
two times he has faced 
(Schaeublin), he has 
found himself down 
against him, but he 
doesn’t get rattled, he 
doesn’t get nervous. He 
just follows the plan.” 

To put into perspective 
what Tildsley accom- 
plished in beating 
Schaeublin six times this 
season, consider this. 
While Tildsley was 60-0 on 
the season, Schaeublin, 
who entered this season 
as the defending state 
champion, finished 52-6, 
with all six of his losses 
coming to Tildsley. 

“That kid is an outstand- 
ing wrestler and really 
great kid,” Pratt said of 
Schaeublin. “But Sid has 
been able to get the better 
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of him each time out. 
They are both just great 
wrestlers.” 

Carbone also had an 
impressive weekend, 
going 2-2 in his first trip to 
New Englands, but it 
could have been even bet- 
ter. Carbone started his 
weekend with a 17-2 tech- 
nical fall win over New 
Hampshire All-State final- 
ist Elizabeth Donovan of 
Pelham, before getting a 
pin in 3:52 over Vermont 


state champion Coy 
Lyford of Spaulding in the 
quarterfinals. 


Carbone then suffered a 
loss by pin to Maine state

Sanford in the semifinals, 
before losing a 1-0 deci- 
sion to Andover’s Yandel 
Morales in the consolation 
bracket, with the only 
point of the match coming 
on a technical violation 
against Carbone in the 
first period. 
“That was the deciding 
factor in the match,” 
Pratt said. “He wrestled 
really well all weekend, 
and he beat a couple of 
great kids.

Batman, never a day 
person, is plunged into per- 
petual night in Matt Reeves' 
nocturnal, nihilist, neo-noir 
take on the Caped Crusader. 

Reeves' three-hour-long 
"The Batman" includes 
plenty of action, character 
introductions, gadgets and 
other various superhero ac- 
- coutrement. But it is no ex- 
travaganza. This "Batman" 
is a morose mood piece, 
soaked in shadow and rage, 
that has stripped the 
comic's archetypes down to 
abstracted silhouettes and 
grubbily human characters. 
If Jim Carrey's Riddler 
were to wander into this 
movie, he would fit in about 
as well as Bugs Bunny in 
"Taxi Driver." 

Scorsese's movie, with 
Travis Bickle sneering at so- 
cietal collapse, was a promi- 
nent influence on Todd 
Phillips' muddled "Joker," 
but it may be more so for 
"The Batman," which like- 
wise rests on the precarious 
psychology of its DC protag- 
onist. Robert Pattinson's is 
a young Batman, relatively 
new to the gig and suffering 
mightily from the nightly 
battles with Gotham's most 
depraved. A feeling of help- 
lessness consumes him, and 
a sense that he can never 
stem the tide. 

"It's a big city,” he says 
in the movie's opening. "I 
can't be everywhere." 

Reeves, the "Planet of 
the Apes" filmmaker, starts 
"The Batman" with numer- 
ous such gravely voiced in- 
tonations — "They think I'm 
hiding in the shadows, but I 
AM the shadows" — in a

stunning, operatic montage 
set to Nirvana's "Something 
in the Way." It's an electric 
fusion of imagery and 
sound, and the movie's most 
fully realized section. This 
"Batman" is a dirge. 

The issue, though, is that 
"The Batman," having 
found its tone and immer- 
sive atmosphere, wallows in 
it. There is surprisingly lit- 
tle suspense because the 
film struggles to find more 
than one note (powerful 
though it is) to strike. Even 
Pattinson's Bruce Wayne is 
just as downbeat and grave 
as his Batman. Like a Paul 
Schrader character, he has 
abandoned nearly all social 
engagement, instead tortu- 
ously writing a diary to doc- 
ument the horrors he 
witnesses nightly. Pretty 
much since Adam West put 
on the cape and cowl, Bat- 


“man has steadily grown 


darker. But Pattinson's de- 
spondent Dark Knight takes 
the cake. 

The comic blueprint is 
"Batman: Year One," Frank 
Miller and David Mazzuc- 
chelli's 1987 four-issue series 
in which Wayne turns vigi- 
lante. That step — a citizen 
taking up violence in the 
name of justice — is much 
the subject of "The Bat- 
man." And while Reeves' 
film is seldom overtly topi- 
cal, it's clearly colored by 
predominant social justice 
issues. Today, vigilantism is 
most associated with cases 
like George Zimmerman, 
Kyle Rittenhouse and the 
fatal shooting of Ahmaud 
Arbery. "The Batman," 
mobbed with crooked cops 
and culminating in a terror- 
ist plot of masked "fringe- 
types," reflects much of our 


grim current reality. In the 
course of the film, Batman's 
doubts about who gets to 
mete out justice only grow. 
OK, but does Batman, 
like, kick some butt, too? 
What about the Batmobile? 
It's not all just a seedy slog 
through the Gotham sewer, 
is it? Well, almost. "The Bat- 
man" is structured as a de- 
tective story. There's a 
delightful scene where he, in 
costume, stalks a crime 
scene he's been sneaked 


~ into by detective Gordon (a 


fabulous, melancholy Jef- 
frey Wright). It's a frame- 
work — a Batman of 
questionable - vision. and 
even more dubious self- 
awareness hunting clues — 
that makes "The Batman" a 
distinctive work separate 
from previous movie itera- 
tions of the character. 

But as Reeves and co- 
writer Peter Craig weave in 
the antagonists of this 
Gotham underworld — a se- 
rial killer named Edward 
Nashton a.k.a. the Riddler 
(Paul Dano, leaning into se- 
rial-killer tropes), the crime 
lord Carmine Falcone (a 
suavely villainous John Tur- 
turro) and a mid-level mob- 
ster Penguin (Colin Farrell, 
unrecognizable) — "The 
Batman" wears other influ- 
ences, like David Fincher's 
"Seven," more obviously. 

As firmly gripped as 
"The Batman" is early on, 
you can feel its hold slipping 
as it extends into its lengthy 
running time, and I think 
that's partly because Pattin- 
son's performance is largely 
limited to either sudden 
eruptions of fury or timid 
skulking in the shadows. For 
an actor who has long 
stayed clear of the main-

stream, it's thrilling to see 
him take on something this 
ambitious. But Pattinson's 
talent lies in his cryptic 
charisma and that's not al- 
ways a compelling fit for a 
three-hour _ psychological 
portrait. He's no chatterbox, 
this Batman. 

Zoé Kravitz, however, 
has a more instant and inti- 
mate bond with the camera. 
As Selina Kyle/Catwoman, 
she gives "The Batman" a 
major lift even while lead- 
ing it down some of its dark- 
est alleyways. After Selina 
joins with Batman as they 
investigate the corruption 
surrounding Falcone and 
others, he outfits her with 
video-recording contact 
lenses. In one of the film's 
most arresting sequences,

we see from her perspective 
as she infiltrates the bad 
guys' nightclub and, in night 
vision, we feel the leers of 
the men that crowd her. 
"The Batman" is darkly 
dour stuff — potent but er- 
ratic. It's as though the film- 
makers, working in the very 
long shadow of "The Dark 
Knight," have opted not to 
rival the moody majesty of 
Christopher Nolan's genre- 
redefining 2008 film but in- 
Stead to simply go "harder" 
— blacker, more cynical, a 
total eclipse. That may 
make "The Batman" prop- 
erly suited to its times but it 
also makes it, ultimately, 
feel like a somewhat hollow 
if often grippingly pitch- 
black exercise in an imag- 
ined arms race of severity.

I had the pleasure of at-

by Katie Forgette and ex- 


pertly directed by Weylin 
Symes, showcases a day in 
the life of 1970’s teenager 
Linda O’Shea and her Irish 
Catholic family. Linda’s tri- 
als and tribulations cause 
many comedic moments as 
her day goes from bad to 
worse. 

The five person play gave 
each of the actors plenty of 
time to shine. Lead actress 
Autumn Blazon Brown por- 
trayed teenager Linda 
O'Shea, who was also the 
story's narrator. She had 
many asides to the audience, 
making theater patrons feel 
as if she was speaking to 
each one of them directly. 

.Her character was a true 

amalgamation of a 1970s 
teen. She would have fit 
right in with The Brady 
Bunch as Marcia Brady's 
older sister. | 

The cast included actor 
Amy Barker, who played

Vin Vega, cast as little 
sister Becky O'Shea, was a 
ball of kinetic energy whose 
physical comedy could not 
be ignored. . 

Finally, family patriarch 
Michael Shay was played by 
Barlow Adamson, who lent 
his voice to multiple charac- 
ters. To elaborate further 
would give too much away, 
but the actor was more than 
up to the challenge. 

The set design had a 
warm nostalgic glow. The 
living room and kitchen 
would have been at home in 
the iconic sit-com All In The 


Family. Analyzing the set 
brought back lots of memo- 
ries even before the show 
began - from the afghan 
blanket thrown over the 
back of the brown recliner, 
to the kitchen shelves dis- 
playing everything from 
stand mixers and canister 
sets to sets to crock pots.
